Extemporaneous Explosive. 


Significance Attached 
to the Finding of

The situation today as regards the 


dynamite and powder outrage is un- 
changed. 
New clues are being worked 


and run down hy the police, but noth- 
ing definite has developed, and no ar- 
rests have been made. 
Excitement 


about the city is quieting down. Some 
good, shrewd work is being done by 
the officers. The reward of §500 offered 
for the arrest and conviction of the 
fiend has aroused local detective talent, 
and it may be that outside talent will 
find profitable employment here later 
on.

ABOUT THAT PUMP-STOCK. 
The fact is pretty well established 


now that the attempt to blow up the 
power house was not the first work of 
the powder fiend. As the investigation 
proceeds, it develops that the fiend had 
designs on the church, which he at- 
tempted to carry into execution several 
days before the power houso explosion. 
No little importance is being attached 
to the finding of tho suspicious piece of 
pump-stock by Janitor Williamson. 
It 


is now looked upon as a good clue. 
That it was intended as a destructive 
agent, there is no doubt. 


When the janitor reported his find to 


the church authorities, an endeavor 
was made to keep the matter as quiet 
as possible. 
It was given out on what 


was believed to be honest, reliable 
authority that the substance found in 
the piunp-stock was nothing but mud. 
lii order to ascertain correctly just 
what the substance found might be, 
the Times succeeded in obtaining a 
small quantity and turned it over to 
W. E. Mahaffoy, the well-known chem- 
ist, for analysis. 
He makes the fol- 


lowing report, to which ho is willing 
to make oath. 


"Aftor careful 
examination 
and 


analysis of tho compound handed me, 
supposed to be an explosive used at the 
Second Presbyterian church, I 
find 


that it contains no uitro-glycorino or 
dynamite, but has more tho properties 
and ingredients of No. 2 blasting pow- 
der.. I found tho compound to bo com- 
posed of So per cent, crude blasting 
powder;. 12 per cent, parnfino and 3 per 
cent, sand, brick and dirt. It is "an 
extemporaneous mixture, and I should 
say the compounding was done by some 
one who had a pretty fair knowledge 
of explosives. 
Ho very evidently know 


that nitrate of potash, common sulphur 
and powdered charcoal mixed would 
nmko an explosive. 
Tho powder found 


wns of liis-owu manufacture. 
It was 


angliizocl. 
My first test of tho com- 


jjonnfl.was-fur- nitroglycerine. 
Found 


nothing. 
Another test was made for 


dynamite, with tho same result; found 
no trace of cither. I then analyzed the 
compound, with the result as above 
given. 
Tho compound is a fairly good 


explosive. 
The para fine being mixed 


with tho powdor makes tho explosive 
slower, so that the force exerted would 
be up instead of down, or, in other 
words, it would blow :x building off 
tho ground until you could not tell 
there ever was a building there, and 
not disturb the ground. 
A quick ex- 


plosive like iiitro-glyeeriiie, or oven 
dynamite, which is .slower, would have 
made a hole in the ground. 
Tho sand, 


clay and small pieces of brick wore 
scraped up in getting the sample. 
Tho 


actual per cent, of powder was there- 
fore S?1::, with 12'., per cent, of para- 
fiuo. 
If properly placed and cjntincd, 


a pound or so of this compound would 
level any building in the city."

to use it, showing the same bungling 
work that has characterized all his 
jobs.

was placed in the pump-stock, both 
ends plugged up, and a half-inch touch, 
hole b ceil down into the stock two or 
three im-h"s from one end. This was 
probably tilled with powder, as the 
wood was all blackened and charred.

"With a nation equal in wealth and 


power to one-fourth of the world it is 
iowardly to say that we must ask the 
permission of Great Britiau to estab- 
ish and maintain a financial policy of 
our own.
